Developments In Russia. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 8.—The latest 


reports from the Caucasus are par- 
ticularly bad. Fighting between Ar- 
menians, Tartars and Russians in the 
Paghestan, Kutais, Tarek and Kuban 
districts, assumed a ferocious charac- 
ter, and every attempt of the troops 
to restore order resulted in the popu- 
lation turning upon the soldiers and 
fighting them with arms and bombs. 
Two companies of Cossacks are re- 
ported to have been entirely wiped 
out. 
The entire trouble is of a revo- 


lutionary character, but it gives, the 
people an opportunity to 
manifest 


their race hatreds, and the most hor- 
rible atrocities have been committed 


Count Witte has pledged himself 


to support the plan for the convoca 
tion of a constituent assembly whei. 
the douma meets, if a single repre 
sentative raises the question. He it: 
exceedingly anxious to win the sup 
port of the zemstvoist party, v/hicb 
he does not hesitate to declare con 
forms nearest to his political ideas, 
and which he evidently regards as the 
strongest, safest and most influential 
factor in the future political life of 
the country. The count has been in 
almost constant consultation with the 
leaders of this party, but they have 
steadily refused their allegiance ex- 
cept on the condition of the convoca- 
tion of a constituent assembly based 
on universal 
suffrage. Count Witte 


has as persistently opposed the de 
mand, insisting that the matter was 
for the douma itself to decide. At the 
same time he announced his personal 
belief that In the end such an assem- 
bly must be summoned. 


Now that the crisis in Finland IE 


virtually over, it develops that 
the 


revolutionary socialists had complete 
control of the situation. The militia 
in possession 
of Helsingfors 
and 


other towns, kept a firm grip on all 
means of communication and prevent- 
ed the news of what was happening 
reaching the Russian authorities. The 
whole country was in a ferment of ex- 
citement, and was fed upon reports 
that the Russian people had set up a 
republic, and that thousands of men 
and even women were making their 
•way from the interior toward the 
cities with arms to join in a war for 
freedom.

Nctval Architecture. 


Every season sees more yachts afloat 


and more money invested in pleasure 
boats us well as racing craft. It has 
been estimated that Americans spend 
$8,000,000 every year on this splendid 
sport and that $43,000,000 is a fair val- 
nation for the boats of various kinds 
and sizes owned In tbis country. 


Yacht designing can hardly be called 


a profession by itself. It is generally 
but part of the work of a man engaged 
in tbe larger and more important ef- 
forts of naval construction, everything 
that floats nowadays being called na- 
val rather than marine. Still it plays a 
very useful part in the study of naval 
architecture, and at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, where this 
subject has been developed into a de- 
partment of standards so high that the 
United States government sends its 
naval constructors to Boston to com- 
plete their education, every student 
who intends to become a designer of 
ships is required to "lay down" the 
lines of a yacht and construct her mod- 
el as a part of his training. 


Many racers are "freaks" and would 


hardly be called boats except that they 
are propelled over the water by wind 
and sail. But tbe racing machine pure 
and simple is not in such high favor as 
it once Tvae, and tbe rules governing 
both local and international contests 
are being modified every year to make 
yachting a matter of skillful perform- 
ance rather than mechanical ingenuity. 


There Is not very much difference, 


after all, between a yacht and a mer- 
chant vessel except in finish and In 
adapting the interior for living accom- 
modations instead of cargo. Some de- 
gree of speed is generally combined 
with seaworthiness instead of mere 
ability to carry a heavy load and with-

Probably never before in the history 


of Newark was such intense interest 
manifested in the result of an election 
as on Tuesday night This interest 
was not only on the result in Ohio, 
but also as to the outcome of the local 
battle of ballots. 


It was generally expected that the 


returns would be late in coming in, 
owing to the fact that it was known 
that there would probably be "more 
scratched tickets to count out than in 
any election held for years in Ohio. 


•In view of this fact, the crowds were 


very patient, and surrounded the bul- 
letin boards on which the belated re- 
turns were posted, until 2:30 or 3 
o'clock Wednesday morning. 


The early returns indicated a Demo- 


cratic victory in the state by a big 
plurality, and as they were read at the 
Auditorium and other places, they 
were greeted with enthusiastic cheers. 
Crowds thronged the streets and a 
huge bonfire was built in front of the 
Advocate office and other places. Later 
returns however, showed that the first 
estimates of Mr. Pattison's plurality in 
the state were probably too high and 
a state ot uncertainty developed with

The Bibles will 
probably be used by the leaders of 
the Sunday services to be he'd in the 
canal zone, while the playing cards 
will be utilued as one form of those 
amusements of which the commission 
speaks as so essential to the mainte 
nance of contentment and discipline 
among the men suffering 
from 
the 


enervating climate of the tropics. 


It appears from the press dispatches 


that Miss Shonts, a sister of the chair- 
man of the commission, intends to 
urge a temperance crusade on the 
isthmus, and she will probably now 
be re-enforced by the followers of the 
various anti-vice societies so soon as 
they discover that playing cards have 
been purchased with Uncle Sam's 
money for the edification of his work- 
men. 


Among other interesting stores that 


have been laid in may be mentioned 
a number Guinea pigs and a large 
collection of white mice, which are to 
be used for experimental purposes by 
the surgeons in their search for mi- 
crobes, germs, and other things of 
that sort In anticipation of the pos- 
sible needs of the medical division of 
the canal staff, these purchases have 
provided for a collection of wooden 
legs of assorted sizes. 


The extensive purchases^ for the 


canal have been completed for the 
present, although requisitions for ma- 
terial are beings constantly received, 
but chiefly for small lots of miscel- 
laneous supplies. 
The commission 


has 
purchased or ordered 646,000 


pounds of blasting powder and 617,- 
500 pounds of dynamite, to be used in 
removing rocks on the line of that 
canal. Thirty, million feet of lumber 
has been purchased, about 23,000,000 
feet coming from the Pacific coast 
The paving of the City of Panama has 
required the purchase of 7,000,000 pav- 
ing brick, while 3,500,000 Tsrick are to 
be used in the construction of build- 
ings and quarters for the workmen. 


Besides the 
engines used by the 


Panama railroad, 120 locomotives- have 
been bought tor excavating work; also 
130ft 
flatcars 
and several hundred 


dump cars. The flat cars are used for 
excavating, and are unloaded by rapic 
machines, which scrape the earth from 
a whole train in short order. Spread- 
ers are then used to remove the earth 
from the railroad track upon which 
the cars are operated. To build these 
excavating lines 5000 tons of stee 
rails and 125,0000 cross ties upon 
which the rails will be laid have been 
bought

rofessor's Political Ambition Crop- 


ped Out About Year Ago in 


New Jersey. 


A novelty among politicians is John 


Dyneley Prince, professor of Senu«c 
Languages and Literatures at Colum- 
bia university, says the Washington 


Versed in no less than 33 lan- 


su»6^ and dialects, with the ability 
both to speak and write them, he is 


devoting a share of his time to 
i<r for the Assembly iu New Jer- 
His political ambitions cropped 


OUL .Uout a year ago, m his town 
Ringwood, N. X, where he was made 
president of the board of education. 
This year he has been further reward- 
ed for his pains. The Republican par- 
ty gave him the nomination for mem, 
be- of Assembly from Passaic county 
on September 10 at a convention in 
Patterson and left it to his learning 
to win the campaign. 


Passaic county is, to say the least, 


cosmopolitan. It receives a large 
share of the immigrant tide that floats 
westward annually and holds a large 
percentage permanently. It takes time 
for these newcomers to adopt the ways 
and ongue of their new home, and 
New Jersey contains many that are 
only in the very earliest stages of de- 
velopment.- It is- to these that Prot 
Prince is paricularly fitted to appeal. 
As he journeys from place to place in 
Passaie county to make speeches he 
adapts his language to his hearers. 


He began "with the Third Ward 


Italian Republican club of Paterson, 
on October 11. Prof. Prince left Ring- 
wood to go to Paterson by train. The 
Italian organization turned out in 
torce to meet him, and welcome him 
with fireworks and a Dara'Je. 


As Prof. Prince arose, to address the 


meeting the confused murmur of the 
audience died away, and every ear in 
the audience was strained to hear 
what was said. The Italians expected 
an address in English; but when he 
jegan in Italian, 
iflf a most natural 


way, 
the audience 
hardly believe 


its own ears. When finally he ended 
ihe audience fairly went wild for joy 
and gave him a rousing ovation that 
ended only on the sidewalk.' 


A week- later Prof. Prince made a 


run through the farming districts of 
Passiac county, speaking to the Hol- 
landers whose main» interest was ag- 
riculture, in the tongue of-their fath.- 
erland. Then, too, ie came into con- 
tact with colonies op-French, German, 
Swedish, Norwegian'snd Danish farm- 
er folk, and succeeded in interesting 
all of them in his 'candidacy by po- 
litical speeches in each of their lan- 
guages. His scheme turned out to be 
a huge success. Where before the lo 
cal ticket had only managed to arouse 
passing interest ant intense earnest- 
ness became evident among the voters 
of the county and they arranged meet- 
ings on their own hook. 


It is unlikely that the professor 


could find any community in the Unit- 
ed States where he conld exercise his 
talents to anything like a complete 
degree. He has made linguistics a 
life study and. lias really learned more 
languages than he will ever be able 
to use. He can read and speak Turk- 
ish, Arabic, Italian, French. German 
Dutch, Swedish. Danish, Norwegian, 
Welsh, Gaelic, Spanish. Romany—-tne 
gypsy language—and lastly, of course 
English. Besides he is well acquaint 
ed with the various dialects of all 
these tongues and can understand 
them, if not converse in them. This 
knowledge of the modern language is 
backed by a wide acquaintance with 
the dead languages. Asked to enum 
erate all the dialects that he under- 
stands, he will refuse to tell, as i 
involves a very accurate knowledge of 
philology to assert them. But it may 
be said that he is very familiar with 
all the so-called humane languages— 
Greek. Latin, Copic, Hebrew. Assyrian 
and Summerian.
